Police question two men in 
Hadiya Pendleton’s slaying

Chicago police are questioning two persons 
of interest in the slaying of 15-year-old Had- 
iya Pendleton, a day after first lady Michelle 
Obama attended the fimeral for the teenager 
whose death has become a symbol of escalating 
violence in Chicago, according to law enforce- 
ment sources. 

The two men, one in his late teens and the 
other 20, were pulled over near East 67th Street 
and South Chicago Avenue late Saturday night 
or early Sunday morning after detectives can- 
vassed the area and tracked down witnesses 
around the park where she was shot and killed 


Jan. 29, the sources said. No charges have been 
filed. 

Hadiya was fatally shot in Vivian Gordon 
Harsh Park, about a mile north of President 
Obama’s Kenwood home on the South Side, a 
little more than a week after the King College 
Prep honor student performed with the band 
in Washington during inauguration festivities. 
Two other teens were wounded. 

The shooting in the 4400 block of South 
Oakenwald Avenue happened after classes 
were dismissed for the day during finals week 
at King. Hadiya, a sophomore, was at the park 
with a group of teens, primarily other students 
from the school, when a male gunman climbed 
over a fence, ran to them and started firing, po- 
lice have said. The shooter escaped in what has 
been described as white Nissan, possibly driven 


by an accomplice.

State pumps brakes 
on city’s bike lanes

Mayor Emanuel’s plan to install lOO miles of 
protected bicycle lanes in Chicago by 2015 is 
running into a speed bump thrown down by 
the state. 

Streets where the Chicago Department 
of Transportation has installed or plans to 
build protected bike lanes include Jackson 
Boulevard, Clybourn Avenue, Diversey Park- 
way, Elston Avenue, Washington Boulevard, 
Adams Street, Archer Avenue and Pershing 
Road. 

The protected lanes are designed to im- 
prove safety for cyclists by creating a physical 
barrier— a parking lane or flexible posts— be- 
tween moving vehicles and bikes. 

But in many of the selected locations, sec- 
tions of the roadways fall under state jurisdic- 
tion. The Illinois Department of Transporta- 
tion won’t allow protected bicycle lanes to go 
on state-designated routes until it is satisfied 
they are safe, officials said. 

IDOT will collect at least three years’ 
worth of traffic accident data and then make 
a determination based on the analysis, of- 
ficials said, adding that the existing data are 
inadequate because protected bike lanes are 
new here. 

“We don’t want to make decisions on a scat- 
ter shot basis. Our traffic engineers want to 
see more data on the impact of protected bike 


lanes,” IDOT spokesman Mike Claffey said. 

Claffey said IDOT has safety concerns that 
include the visibility of cyclists at intersec- 
tions and operational issues like maintenance 
and snow-removal around protected bike 
lanes. Approving protected bike lanes for 
Chicago would open the floodgates to allow- 
ing all other local governments in the state to 
do the same, he said. 

“We are also concerned about losing traf- 
fic lanes,” Claffey said, noting that protected 
bike lanes require more space than traditional 
bike lanes. 

IDOT’s go-slow approach may win ap- 
plause from some drivers who think Chicago 
is going overboard with its bike-hugging plan, 
especially on such thoroughfares as Dearborn 
Street downtown, where critics say a new con- 
figuration with two-way protected bike lanes 
makes traffic nearly immovable and danger- 
ous for pedestrians. 

But some transportation professionals say 
IDOT should let Chicago move forward with 
its plan. 

“With about 60 traffic crashes every day in 
Chicago that result in injuries and fatalities, 
why would IDOT put the brakes on a proven 
traffic safety strategy?” said Ron Burke, ex- 
ecutive director of the Active Transportation 
Alliance, which promotes greater use of alter- 
native transportation.

City offers SIM reward 
for suspect’s capture 


LOS ANGELES The 

city put up a Si mil- 
lion reward Sunday 
for the capture and 
conviction of Chris- 
topher Dorner, a ren- 
egade former poHce 
officer they say has 
killed three people in 
a self-proclaimed war on his old department. 

“We win not tolerate anyone undermining 
the security, the tranquility of our neighbor- 
hoods and our communities,” L.A. Mayor 
Antonio Villaraigosa told reporters. “We 
will not tolerate this reign of terror that has 
robbed us of the peace of mind that residents 
of Southern California deserve. We will not 
tolerate this murderer remaining at large.” 

The offer— raised in conjunction with 
businesses, private donors and community 
groups— is “the largest ever offered, to our 
knowledge,” L.A. Pofice Chief Charlie Beck 
said. 


The police department says Dorner, a for- 
mer Navy officer, was cashiered in 2009 for 
filing a false complaint of excessive force 
against his training officer. In an interview 
aired Sunday on CNN affihate KCBS, Beck 
called Dorner a “trained assassin” but said he 
wouldn’t be harmed if he gave himself up. 

“If you turn yourself in, then you will be 
safe and nobody else has to die,” he said. “If 
you don’t, if you decide to try to take the life 
of another Los Angeles police officer or their 
family member, then you’ll have to suffer the 
consequences.” 

The dragnet was in action Sunday around 
the Big Bear Lake resort, about 90 miles east 
of L.A., where investigators found Dorner’s 
burning pickup Thursday afternoon. After 
working through a weekend of heavy snow 
and overnight temperatures in the single 
digits, police officers, sheriff’s deputies and 
federal agents tried again to pick up Dorner’s 
trail, San Bernardino County sheriff’s spokes- 
woman Lehua Pahia said.

Trade Ching’s Michael Jordan print, one of four 
on sale at Galerie F In Logan Square this week. 


He’s been around half 
a century, but Jordan’s 
inspiration never gets old

FOR REDEYE 

Michael Jordan is back. In sUk screen, that is. 

In honor of Jordan’s 50th birthday on 
Sunday, Logan Square’s Galerie F (2381 N. 
Milwaukee Ave.) is hosting a monthlong Jor- 
dan exhibit featuring MJ-inspired screen 
prints from three Chicago artists plus one art- 
ist in Washington, D.C. The prints go on sale 
at 2 p.m. Monday at galerief.com and will be 
available in the gallery starting Tuesday 
RedEye spoke with two of the artists: Tra- 
cie Ching, 26, of Washington, D.C., and Gal- 
erie F founder Zissou Tasseff-Elenkoff, 30, of 
Logan Square. 

Why did you participate? 

Tracie Ching: The [igpos basketball} memo- 
ries that burn brightest for me are those 
cheering for Michael Jordan while wrapped 
in my Chicago Bulls blanket. Like so many 
kids, I looked up to him, and that was the 
driving force behind this print— capturing 
the excitement, wonder and pride of watch- 
ing an American icon and honoring a living 
legend on his 50th birthday 
Zissou Tasseff-Elenkoff: I’ve always been 
a big sports fan. You have your stars — the 


outstanding characters of physical prow- 
ess— but they do not dominate games like 
[Wayne] Gretzky and Jordan. With Jordan, 
he dominated his sport for years in talent, in 
his psychological approach and with his off- 
court personality 

Staying up to 2 or 3 a.m. on school nights 
in London just to watch American sports, 
from a very young age, I grew to love those 
games as much as I had soccer. Jordan was an 
immensely important character during that 
time for me. When I moved to Chicago in 
2002 , 1 grew to learn how important Jordan 
and home team sports are to Chicago. 

My Jordan piece is from a series that I 
began working on about four years ago: the 
Revolutionary Series, five iconic people in 
world culture who I deem to be revolution- 
ary in their own way I chose that image of 
Jordan because it wasn’t iconic. It’s a photo 
of him from when he played with his college 
team, and I believe playing in college may 
have meant a little more to him because it 
was his hometown he was playing for. 


Favorite on-court MJ memory? 

TC: You have to understand that I was very 
young at the height of Michael Jordan’s ca- 
reer, so if I were to answer honestly I would 
have to say my favorite on-court memory 
is MJ stretching to score the winning point 
against the Monstars [in “Space Jam”}. 

ZTE: There really are too many big plays to 


choose from. To say I like The Shot over 
Craig Ehlo and the Cavs better than the Flu 
Game? Or the shrug after knocking down 
six 3-pointers [in Game i of the 1992 Finals} 
was more memorable than the final shot and 
pose for the sixth championship in Utah? 

To choose one of those game moments over 
another is like saying who is your favorite 
child— it’s blasphemy 


What is it about Jordan that makes him 
someone artists want to duplicate? 

TC:It isn’t really his physical appearance that 
makes him a great subject. Rather, it is what 
he represents. Michael Jordan is a symbol of 


what we can achieve: someone who can re- 
mind us to try harder, work harder, and strive 
for greatness. Who knows? Maybe one day 
we will be the Michael Jordan of something. 
ZTE:MJ was just a master of his craft AND 
had his own unique style. He didn’t just 
dominate the game; they were also wonderful 
to watch, like poetry in motion. There was 
flair and theatrics that went along with the 
substance. I think all artists can respect that 
about him and look to achieve that level of 
success in their own arena of life.

Canadian pens erotic 
answer to Tifty Shades*

Canadian novelist Lisa Gabriele never felt she 
was especially good at writing sex scenes, but 
when an editor dared her to write an erotic 
novel to rival the wildly popular global hit 
“Fifty Shades of Grey,” she took up the chal- 
lenge. 

A week later she had some 40 pages written 
on “S.E.C.R.E.T.”, the just-pubUshed story of 
an underground society that helps women re- 
alize their wildest sexual dreams. 

“Ed always written about men and women 
and relationships, but Ed always thought of 
it as leaving the sex at the bedroom door and 
shoving them in and saying, ‘OK, I’U see you 
in the morning,’ ” said Gabriele, who wrote 
the novel under the pseudonym L. Marie 
Adeline. “Ed never really had the courage to 
tackle it.” 

Right away, she had the idea that women 
should have the chance to explore a wider va- 
riety of sexual fantasies than the S&M at the 
core of “Fifty Shades,” the story of a naive stu- 
dent and a manipulative entrepreneur. 

Enter S.E.C.R.E.T., a society that uses a 
lo-step program to bring alive the most se- 
cret fantasies and desires of its members. The 
goal? Sexual fulfillment. 

Since Gabriele’s previous books, both Ca- 
nadian bestsellers, dealt with quieter themes 
like coming-of-age and family dramas, she 


needed to do some research. Googling “Top 
10 Female Sex Fantasies” helped, as did asking 
her friends. 

“I was surprised by how forthcoming they 
were,” she said. “That was the wonderful 
thing about ‘Fifty Shades’— it actually got 
people talking in explicit detail about things. 
I’m sure they’d always read {erotica}, but I 
don’t think they sat in book clubs and talked 
about being tied up.” 

A reader of Harlequin Romances and 
other bodice-rippers in her youth, Gabriele 
found that writing the book turned out to be 
much easier and more fun than she expected, 
though maintaining the right balance was 
sometimes tricky 

“I didn’t want to make it dark, I didn’t want 
to use various words, the pornification of sex. 
I’m not a big porn consumer— I’m 45 years 
old, it’s not a big part of my Ufe,” she said. 

“I wanted to keep the porny aspect away 
from this book. Every so often I would inad- 
vertently head there, but my editor had a re- 
ally firm leash on that, she would pull me back 
a bit.” 

Gabriele has a two-book deal for more 
erotica, and may write a third if the appetite 
is there. 

“But I don’t know about a fourth,” she said. 
“By then I might want to go back to my quiet 
little family dramas.”
